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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed June 25, 2010 has been entered. Claims 1,5-8 and 10 have been 
amended. Claims 1, 2, 4-8 and 10 are pending and under consideration. 

After review and reconsideration, the finality of the Office action of April 15, 2010 is 
withdrawn in favor of the rejection below. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 

on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 2, 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Prasad et 
al (Joumal of Cell Science, October 1, 2002, vol. 1 15, pp. 3807-3815) as evidenced by 
Invitrogen Product Data Sheet (downloaded from the Web on July 20, 2009, and cited in a prior 
Office action). 

Prasad et al disclose a growth medium comprising DMEM-high glucose, without 
pyruvate, and 10%FBS (page 3808, lines 1-4 under "Cell culture"). 

The Product Data sheet indicates that DMEM with high glucose, L-glutamine without 
sodium pyruvate comprises 4.5 g/L glucose, 4mM glutamine and 0.9mM phosphate which meets 
the limitations of the instant claims. 

Claims 6-8 and 10 are allowable. 

All other rejections and objections as set forth or maintained in the prior Office action are 
withdrawn in light of applicant's amendments.
